Subject ; Establishment of a National Council for Teacher 
Education. 

No. F 7-6/7 l-Schools 2 . — The Education Commission of 
1964-6 6 had discussed the role of the Government of India in 
the maintenance of standards in teacher education. The Com- 
mission recommended the provision of liberal funds for im- 
proving teacher education. It also suggested that University 
Grants Commission should, in collaboration with the National 
Council of Education Research and Training, establish a Joint 
Standing Committee for Teacher Education. Such a committee 
has been established. 

2. The Education Commission also recommended that both 
at the primary and secondary stages a minimum of two years 
training should be provided to the teachers, The Co mm ission 
bad observed that the existing programmes of teacher educa- 
tion We re largely traditional, rigid and divorced from the 
realities of schools. It made a number of recommendations 
for re-organizing teacher education. These were commended 
by the Government of India to the State Governments. With 
a view to improving the training of science teachers. Govern- 
ment of India launched a schemo to supply equipment to 
teacher training schools and colleges. The University Grants 
Commission has a scheme to assist teachers’ colleges. 

3. Despite these efforts, most of the teacher training institu- 
tions lack physical facilities such as modern equipment, labo- 
ratories, libraries and buildings. Many institutions are under 
private management and lack financial resources to provide 
even the minimum facilities. There are now in the country 1342 
teacher training schools for primary school teachers and 351 
colleges for secondary school teachers.

6. The tenure of the nominated members of the National 
Council for Teacher Education shall be three years from the 
date qf nomination. If a vacancy arises on the National Coun- 
cil for Teacher Education due to resignation, death etc. of a 
nominated member, the vacancy may he filled for the remain- 
ing portion of the tenure of three years by a fresh nomination. 

7. The terms of reference of the Council will be as fol- 
lows ; — 

(i) To advise Government of India on all matters con- 
cerning teacher education, including pre-service and 
in-service training, evaluation of curricula for 
teacher education and periodical review of progress 
in revising curricula; 

(ii) To advise State Governments on any matter referred 
to the Council by them. 

(iii) To review the progress of plan schemes, both Cen- 
tral and State, concerning teacher education; 

(fv) To advise Government on ensuring adequate stan- 
dards in teacher education; 

(v) Any other matter entrusted to the Council by the 
Government of India. 

8. The Council shall have powers to appoint sub-committees 
and academic committees of its own. 


There has been of late the phenomenon of over supply of 
trained teachers. Some State Governments had even decided 
to close down many or all teacher training Institutions in the 
State concerned. 


4. There are wide variations in the percentage of trained 
teachers among States, apart from variations in duration and 
standards of teacher training courses. The percentage of trained 
teachers varies from 18% to 99%. The qualification for pri- 
mary teachers varies from “middle school pass” to “first class 
in higher secondary with 2 years training.” 

5. The country is now on the eve of a large-scale expansion 
in primary education aud a radical transformation in school 
education upto the end of higher secondary stage. In view of 
the importance of school education as the foundation for all 
educational efforts in the country and the crucial role of the 
school teacher iu the educational system, Government feel 
that a concerted effort should be made to improve the quality 
of teacher education. It is felt that an All-India body should 
be established to advise Government in the planning and co- 
ordination of schemes of teacher education. The Central 
Advisory Board of Education at its 36th session held °n Sep- 
tember, 18-19. 1972. has endorsed the proposal. Government 
have, therefore decided to establish a National Council for 
Teacher Education. The Council will have the following mem- 
bers 

(i) Union Minister for Education President 

(ii) One representative from each State

(iii) A representative of University
